Halve or slice the fruit directly 
into a Barton that contains the 
syrup. Press down and cover 
completely with syrup. To allow 
for expansion, Miss Van Duyne 
said, leave one-half inch head 
space in pint cartons and one 
inch in quart cartons. Seal at
